City as Mexico, Sept. 18.— A moit 
B^nsational endiug to the attemjttoii tin 
life of Preeident Diu ooonxred jeeter- 

daj morning when Anelflno Arroyo 
waa lynched by :i band of common peo- 
ple determined on revenge. It was an 
act unprecedented in the history of 
thif country. At 1 o'clock in. the morn- 
ing • number of men belonging to the- 
oommon people forced their way Uito 
th* munioipal palaoe, ascending the 
itairwaj, orercsme the guards and 
made their way to the oflflce (tf the in- 
spector general of police and killed Ar- 
royo, whom they found there. The 
killing was followed by a noiay retreat. 

The asBitant ohiof of police, who was 
sleeping in an adjoimng room, was 
awakened by the noise. He arose and 
ran to the balcony, firing his pistol as a 
signal for help. At the same time he 
called to a policeman who wa-i in sight, 
to make an attempt to dotain the lynch- 
ers who were niaking their escape. 
The firing of pistols and the whistles of 
policemen brought other officers, who 
sacceeded in capturing a score of per- 
sons. It was not long before the in- 
spector general and Inspector Yillavi- 
oencio arrived on horseback. 

When the police entered the room, 
they found the body of the dt-ad man 
lying in the middle of tho Hoor. It was 
litei«lly riddled and hacked with knife 
stabs. At his side wore found a door 
bar and several knives and other steel 
instruiuont^i. An examination showed 
that the panes of a window were brok- 
en. The men who were captured would 
not say anything. 

At 2 o'clock was found a group of 
people on one of tho side streets a few 
blocks from Zocalo. Ther were talking 
and discussing the lynchuur. They ap- 
paared to know all about the affair and 
were evidently in receipt of knowledge 
ai to its origin and insjiintiOB, but 
when they were approaohed tqr report- 
en th«7 suddenly became non-commoni- 
ostiTe. On sevcnral other streets report- 
ed found people who seemed to know 
^ abont tne killing. It may be the re-

When Arroyo waa nvprised lay the 
Ixnohenhewas sitting in a ohur in 
tua northeast comer ol what once waa 
Qenetal Oarballada's private offloe. 
There, mixed with fragments of win- 
dow panes, was a long pool of Mood, 
marungthe spot where Arn^ bad 
been stabbed. The body was remored 
to the fourth word police station. 

The gendarmoa who were gnardinff 
Arroyo were nnarmed. If they had 
been armed thej woaldhsTO fised on 
the mob. | 

Over 200 people penetrated the build- 1 
ing. When they surprised Arroyo he | 
was in a straight jacket and could make ! 
no resistance. He seemed too terrified 
to speak. 

Reports differ as to the exact nature ' 
of the assault made by Arroyo upon 
President Dias. One report says toat 
the follow struck the prasident with a 
eaue, another that- he inerelr nsed the 
palm of his hand, slapping Diaz upon 
the back of the head. After his arriest 
Arroyo had asserted that he was a great 
friend of the president and had merely 
attempt d to embrace him. An-oyo is 
alleged tu have been intoxicated at the 
time. 

Arroyo liad boi'n in jirison several 
timeH, on one occasion for shooting a 
man. His ncqiiaiiitaiioes Kay lie was 
somewhat crazy and innlined to acts of 
violence. He drove his fatlicr to de- 
spair and death by his conduct, having 
forged his father's name. He was 82 
years of age, son of a tailor, but was 
given a liberal education and became 
for a time a militaqr oadet and then 
took up law. 

President Diaz in a speech yesterday 
deplored the lynching of Arroyo and 
declared if tliero was any fanlt in the 
vigilance on the part of the police it 
shoald be investigated and the conse- 
qaeuces fall ou the head of the oulpable 
parsons. 

ALL DAMAGING TO LUETGERT. 

The rriaeontion Will Cloie It* Ca*« With 
Some Strong Evidenoe. 

Ohicaoo, Sept. 18.— Yesterday's trial 
of the Liletgert case was given up to 

technical evidence and there was little 
of interest in the trial for the outsider. 
The prosecution will close its case with 
sOme strong evidence tending to prove 
the motive for the alleged crime. The 
state will endeavor to show that infatu- 
altoa-for-lfarj Siemerinf , the servant 
girl in the Laetgert hoosehold, was the 
cause of the miuder. It will be claimed 
that the big awsagemsker desired 
to make the girl ms wife, and that he 
put Mrs. Luetgert out of the way in 
order to permit his marriage with the 
giri. 

To prove this theory Frank BiaOc and 
Frank Odorofsky employes of Luetgert, 
who havs already testilled in the case, 
will be put upon the stand and will 
give evidence relating to the domestic 
affairs of Luetgert. They are expected 
to testify as to the fondness of Luetgert 
for Mary Siemering and flie indignant 
opposition to the girl's prebence in the 
house made by Mrs. laietgert. The 
frequent visits of Mary Siemering to 
Luetgert in the sausage factory at un- 
nanafhonrs of the night will be de- 



tailed, i^oth men will tell of seeing 
Luetgert chase his wife upon one oo- 
casion with a revolver, and they will 
toll of threats which they heard him 
make. With this evidence in, the state 
will rest.

Report. 

Kbw York, Sept. 18.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review ef trade savs : 
The end of tha btlnminou ooal strike 
and ilM ttMmi of ttuuiy thooMad men 

to wotk at advanced wages adds to the 
purchasing power of the people and tho 
anthracite strike afTot't^ not a lifth as 
many workers. The starting of many 
mines and works, enormous exports of 
wheat and corn, the fitvoraUie news as 
to those crops and ooUon, tha fall in 
sterling exchange and the report show- 
ing that gold imports began in August, 
exceeding exports by $2,890,587, while 
merchandise exports exceeded imports 
bji $40,963,753, have all contributed to 
forward the improvement in business. 
The replenishment of stocks can not be 
half finished, though some who could 
see no sign of improvement a few 
weeks ago, are now finding them so 
vast and rapid that they fear reaction. 
But consumers as well as dealers have 
also to supply themselves after years of 
enforced economy, and while their 
power to purchase is increasing every 
day, and their actual buying at retail, 
reasons for apprehension are not ur- 
gent. When too .ttde rises after four 
years of depression ttdoes not fall again 
after four weeks. 
The wheat market has declined over 

6 cents en account of crop reports which 
promise larger prosperity and corn and 
cotton are both a Uttle lower for like 
reasons. Yet estimates of the highest 
financial authorities regarding rec^uire- 
meuts from this country are not 
smaller, but larger than before, while 
better p.^ospects in Argentina, Australia 
and India hold ont no promise of large 
European supplies, or of any until win - 
ter is about over. Atlantic exports of 
wheat, flour included, are more than 
double lost year's each weex, and in 
two weeks 8,Ui0.818 bushels, against 4,- 
107.781 last year, and of com 7.095,863 
bushels, asainst 8.987.886 lost year. 
From the Pacific coast wheat is also 
moving lonely. 28 cargoes from San 
Froncisoo tms month, and over 548.986 
boshela in seven dajs from Portland. 
OOm declined over 8 cents with grow- 
ing belief that tht yield will surpass es- 
timates. Cotton was depressed from 

7 1-:^ to 7 cents with favorable news of 
yield, although the mills are now oon- 
snming with great rapidity. 

-Xhe stock market had another one of 
its reactions on Monday, but on Tues- 
day was ^her thod ever. The reac- 
tions thos far have been signifioant. 
After the averagO of 80 stocks nod risen 
H par-tiiare, it ral 86 cents in two days 
of reaction in June, and then rose 
again. A^ter rising |6 more, it fell 17 
cents Aog. 8; then rose another |1, and 
had a serious reaction^ 89 cents on the 
itth, but' was higher than ever within a 
^k. Aug. 84 and ijS it fell 25 cents, 
but it then rose j|B more. Sept. 18 its 
reaction i^vieraged 25 cents, Oud it has 
since advanced |1.07. 

The iron industry again shows in- 
creasinz demand and an average of 
prices ueaily 1 per cent higher, due to 
purchasing by consumers. Baying of 
100,000 tons of Bessemer pig at Pitts- 
burg has advanced the price to |10, 
gray forge is hard to find there at $9.15. 
and billets sell at $15.60, with output 
increased to 12^481 tons weekly, Con- 
nellsville coke advances to $1.40 for 
furnace. 

Textile mills are more fully employed 
than ut any other time for years, 
thouK'h new buying has diminished in 
amount and thfdigh while the number 
of orders received is still large, the 
amount is smaller. The demand is still 
very good for tho season and prices are 
firm throughout with some farther ad- 
vance. s. Actual buyiTig of wool hy 
mills i'^ increasing at all markets, with 
tlie belief that foreign sai^liM are 
short. 

Failures for the week have been 204 
in the United States, against S17 last 
year, and 40 in Oaaada, against 88 last 
year. 

Ballooa SItbtad In Aretle Russia. 

St. Petersbi'ro, Sept. 18.— A tele- 
graphic message received here from 
Krasnoyarsk, in the interior of Siberia, 
says that on Sept. 14, at 11 o'clock at 
night, the inhabitants of the village of 
AntKfirowskoje, it the district of Yeni- 
seisk, Arctic Russia, saw a balloon be- 
lieved to be that of Professor Andrce, 
the Swedish aeronaut, who left the isl- 
and of Tromsoe shortly before 8 :80 p. 
m., on July 11, in an attempt to cross 
the Polar regions. The baJloon. it is 
added, was in sight for aboat flva iiiin« 
ntes.

]^AW OluJCAjf.S. Sept. 18.— The fever 
sltnatloD in lirew Orleans has assumed a 
somewhat more serious a«poct than at 
any time since Sunday, when six of the 
St. Claude cases were declared to be 
yellow fever. The board of health has 
officially announced the appearance of 
eight new cases and of thss* 000 death, 
that of Zena Brauner. 

The cases are scattered aU over town 
and tha death was of s case which had 
not been deoidad yeUow fever, and did 
not seem so until the last day. 

The citiEens are quietly organizing 
themselves into a force to assiRt in the 
work of thorough sanitation, appointing 
a volunteer foreman for each square to 
superintend street cleaning and the 
thorough disinfeotiaa of each hoose- 
hold. 

A heavy rtlinstorm yesterday after- 
noon, lasting f(ir several hours, flrxKled 
the streets, thoroughly flusheil tlio gut- 
ters and tempered the atmosphere, and 
while cooler weather is somewhat dan- 
gerous for the sick, it is a material aid 
in frustrating a spread of the disease. 

The city is comparatively calm. Peo- 
ple continue to leave in small pi.rtios, 
bat there is nothing like the wild exodus 
that depopulated Mobile, Jackson and 
other cities. 

The sitnation is somewhat quieter at 
Ocean Sprinirs. Three new coses, how- 
ever, are reported. 

The report of the board of hi a'th at 
Biloxi says that there are It) ca.ses of 
actual yellow fever under treatment 
with diagnosis reserved as to 12 cases. 
There were seven new cases reported 
during the past 84 hours. The doctors 
at Bilozl are tempted now no longer to 
class eases an suspicious, ljut to rome 
out boldly and say that they are yellow 
fever.

Pour trained nurses have 
been Kent to I'dwards by special train. 

Dr. Purnell furnishes the names of 10 
of the victims as follows : Miss Eve 
Waeblinger, Frank Bossman, Fred 
Waeblinger, Miss Blanch Haitis, Percy 
Birdsoug, Mrs. Barrett, Miss Petnline 
Lewis. John Chase, colored; and two 
members of the Gray faiBll7t residing 
three miles in the country. Kone of the 
cases are critical. 

Blloal Appeals For Aid. 

BiLOZi, Miss., Sept. 18.— The dty 
council last night adopted resolutions 
calling on the public for aid, stating 
that all factories and other indiiftries 
have closed down thus throwing all the 
laboring people out of einploynienr, 
that nearly all the sick are of tluit class 
and unable to purchase medicines and 
other things necessary iu such urgency.

Sensational Capture bf Secret Serrloe 
Man In Indiana.

THREAT EN VEN GEANCE. 

The Indlaaa Lynchlos Majr L«ad to a 

lilnodjr Veuiletta. 

OscooD, Ind., Sept. IS.— There is still 
much excitement here over the lynching 
of the five men at Versailles Tuesday 
idght Lata yesterday a report beosma 
current that Pater Hostattar. tha man 
who "gave away" the men who wore 
lynched, had reappeared upon the streets 
of Osgood. Soon it became apparent 
that he was being looked for, and the 
patroling of every street was bogun by 
people that boded no good for the man 
whom the relatives of the lynched men 
declare thoy ^ill hold per-.c«nally re- 
sponsible for the death of tJioir kin- 
dred. ~ 

It is reported that since the return 
from the funeral'4 of three of the vic- 
tims that a number of their relatives 
met together for consultation regardifig 
what cotirse to pursue in the matter 
and the result of that conference is said 
to have given birth to a ven letta that is 
to be nurtured into bloo ly life. Ed 
Singer, the deputy shcriii who shot 
Ollnord Crordon, persisted in pursuit of 
the wounded robber until he capturod 
him at tlie residence of Will Jenkins. 
Mrs. Jenkin.<j declared that the officer 
should not remove him from her house. 
Hot words ensued and a riotous time 
followed, but .Singer coald not be di- 
verted from his intentions, and Gordon 
was placed upon a cot and taken to jail. 

As they carried him from the room 
Mrs. Jenuins stepped up to Singer, and, 
confronting him with flashing eyes, 
caid : " Voa can take him. but I swear 
that if anything happens to him I will 
kill yon the first opportunity that pre- 
sents." 

The undaunted officer paid no heed to 
the fierce threat, but it is alleged that 
the bereaved woman who mourns a 
husband has reiterated her determina- 
tion with a greater show of determina- 
tion to execute her desire for ven- 
geance. It is said that Deputy Sberiif 
WiU WilUa. who aided Singer in the 
pursuit and arrest of Gordon and An- 
drews, has been embraced with Hos- 
tetter in the trio of marked men who 
have beep decreed to die as a sacrifice 
upon the altar of vengeance. 

The alleged doomed men are not 
alarmed, as it is known that if they fall 
victims a fearful retribution willfiulow, 
for the organization of utizens that was 
forced into existence by the lawless ele- 
ment of the county, and that demon- 
strated in iooh a deadly manner its 
power and effectiveness of purpose, 
will retaliate with annihilating ven- 
geance. 

It has been learned that the outlaw 
gang numbered but 29 persons in the 
county, bound together by oaths, with 
passwords and other adjuncts of a band 
of fraternity and pledged to punish the 
traitor who should spring irom their 
ranks. Shrewdness and ability marked 
their government, and enabled them to 
defy the law and officers with impunity. 

But a few mouths ago. when the fa- 
mous Seymour bloodhounds were 
brought here to traok criminals to their 
abodes, the animals ware secretly pois- 
oned, and one of tbam died. Every 
person owning a waleh dog waa almost 
certain to have the animal poisoned or 
shot But a few nights ago Mr. Glas- 
gow, one of the leading merchants of 
Osgood, had a very valuable watch dog 
poisoned at his store. When it was as- 
certained how the outlaw gang oper- 
ated and tionrished, the prebont vigi- 
lance committee was formed, based on 
an oath-bound organization, with in- 
telligence and discipline governing 
their action. Thev have become too 
formidable for banded thieves to con- 
tend with, as it is definitely known 
now that it numbers over 4()0 meinluTs, 
and is still growing. Hence futile and 
suicidal hi eoiues the attempt tO get 
even, of the criiiiinal elemeiit. 

Kxcitenuiit has broken nirlh afresh 
because of the precipitous HiKht (.f tho 
two Drs. Joseph, father and khi, wlio 
have left togi ther, leaving no traco of 
thtir will reabonts. The vigilanee coin- 
nuttee had considered the cases of (Jtlier 
alleged criminals and sent out warning 
notices, and coiisioniatioii is spreading. 
Mrs. Joseph stated last niglit that hor 
husband and son hud h'lt the country 
because thoy thought it unsafe to re- 
main here. Hoveral weeks since the 
two doctorti were arrested on tho 
charge of robbing the Kamman family, 
near Milan, but were acquitted at a 
preliminary trial. The elder doctor 
was pwisiOD examiner a few years ago. 

COMPANY~S TORE B LOWN UP.

A few days ago they 
were uotihed that they might resume 
work at a cut of ;;:0 per cent. Thl^f re- 
fused this and walked oat.

Franks, tliree Republican politii ians, for 
attempting to bribe membera of the Leg- 
talRtota to Tota (or tlit flrat named has 

brought out some seiiRational evidence, 
which shows very clearly that there was 
a dioker of aome sort in pragraat, bat it 
was not completed. 

Franks and Wilson testified Friday. 
They try to shift the whole thing onto 
Gainea, (who waa jointly indicted with 
them), and make it appear as thoogh 
they were on to his aeheipe, Rid had no 
wrong inteotiona in what they did. 

Frank! teatifled be wu called to Gainea' 
coal ottice one day. Gaines and Tanner 
were there. Tanner retired and Franks 
hdd a conference with Gainea. Gaines 
said he had some parties that he could 
get to vote for|Hunter. They then wanted 
$8,000 each. Franks said he would report 
the matter to Dr. Hunter, and did so. 
Dr. Hunter advised him to let the matter 
alone, saying, 'It ia a trap.' At another 
conference Gainea aaid he could get the 
partiea for tl5,000, or $S,000 each. The 
matter went on until a few days before 
April 10th, when Gaines came to room 9 
at the Capital Hotel. He wanted |16,- 
000. lie saiil he had performed his part 
of the contract. Franks told him he had 
no money. He said he knew that, but 
that Hnnter and Wilson did have it. 
Wilson held a conference with Gaines, 
and it was offered to put the money in 
the safe of M. P. Gray, hut they refused 
to give Gaines anything. Gainea de- 
manded $1,000 for bis servicea. 

Continaing, Mr. Franka aaid that 
Gainea had called him to a coal ofHce 
n"ar the penitentiary, and told him un- 
less he waa given $1,000 be would put 
Wilaon in atripea and "Wilaon eonld 
practice law from the Kentucky peni- 
tentiary as Charlie Moore had run his 
Lexington paper from Jail." Eto ref aaed 
to sive upthe money and warned Gaines, 
who said there was a man who would 
protect him. 

Wilson, in his testimony, admitted he 
had gone to Gaines' house oa being told 
the latter had three membera of the Le^- 
islatare who wished to confer about vo- 
ting. None of Legislatora were present, 
and Gaines soon told him that one of 
them refused to come, that the fellow 
waa willing to talk with Franka but was 
afraid of Wilson. Wilson also a<lmitted 
he was at Gainea' house a second time 
when the latter wanted the 116,000. He 
said Gainea inaiitod on having bia $1,000.

Passing Coteau, Cedar, Split Rock 
and ( ascude rni>iiK, I.ui liine is rcacliecl, tiic last 
and most important rapid. The steamer after 
emerging from its first pitch rises firmly ou the 
surKing billows, II inked hy rocks on eacn side, 
steers stia:({ht in the swifi ciirn ni guided hy the 
steady eye and sure p.loting of tln' man at the 
liehii. < (invfrs/Ltiiin is nlniost irip,iss.Me; the 
grandeur and niii>;iiitudeol the scenes iironnd on 
all sides liii|,ircs siii-nce, and no wonder that 
tourists anrmtiDy make the "running of the 
rapids" H w iriliy linl; in iho' chain of their 
traveling tour through the Djmiuiuu. The 
steamer now comes in full view of one o( tho 
ureate-t wonders of the present age— the Victoria 
lindKc, spanning the noble St. l.awreiice, two 
miles long, the longest, the largest and most 
costly bridge in the world. The scene whilst 
passing under, looking up from the deck of the 
steamer, is magnificent. After passing this beau- 
tiful work of engineering skill, the tourist has 
the splendid panorama of tha flno eity of Mon- 
treal right befora him. 

The island of Montreal to the most fertile area 
in the ptoTinca of Quebec, end to renowned for 
itt apples— tha Pommc Grime, (queen of luasato), 
and the incomparabia Famause.

Yon are In a 
narrow gorge where natare, in soma harsh 
mood, has lorn tha hilto apart, and then, re- 
pentanUy, as if to compensate for her harshn&ss, 
has clothed them In loveliest verdure. ClitI' 
after clifT rises before you In Imposing gramlenr, 
w nlle Ht your feet the gretiv>st mosses and the 
icudorest ferns grow. Here and there in the 
Idue ether above, a llaatlng cloud passes on It-t 
way, or Is caught on the summit of a granite 
crag, where it Is held a willing and beautiful 
prisoner. And the trees assume strange curves 
of strength and grace as they bemi themselves 
against the mountain side. Whichever way you 
turu the grandeur that bursts upon your vision 
awakens emotions that struggle in vain (or ex- 
pression. You now realise the truth of the ex- 
pression that "All great things make men silent." 

Here as nowhere else the terrible, the sublime 
and the beautifal meet together in the same 
view. Here the majesty o( the mountains Is con 
trasted with the so(t, dreamy beauty o( swaying 
forest and musical stream oonvaylnf tha impres 
sion of the primeval convulsions of the creation 
of tha world, with tha Garden of Kden at vour 
feet.

tropolis of the Western Hemisphere, now the see- 
on 1 Iiirt;est city In the World. Pa-sslng Washing- 
ton lb ;!-ias, the Stewart Castle, Irvington, the 
Palisades aud the Highlands a scene of beauty 
and attractiveness is opened up surpassing the 
d reams of the raost visionary. Words are inade- 
t|iiato, nnd the speech of man expressionless 
when he attampto lo portray tha gloriea of this 
enchanted region. Bayard Taylor after having 
traveled over and viewed everything that was 
beanUfnl and grand among the rivers and 
uountalns of tha earth said: "Thagtoriout riVer— 
still, to my eyes, after sseihg tha Dsnuba. the 
Rhino, the Rhone, tha Nile and the Ganges , the 
most beautiful river in the world."
